a pickup loop at the end of your RG-58. The sharp directional null is 
useful also. Less than 

$20 if you already have the cap. Mine tunes the 75 meter band nearly fully 
meshed, and 

20 meters nearly open. There's another cap section to jumper in for medium 
wave. A random 

wire about the room picked up too much noise, but this babe really brings 
‘em in!

This thread finally broke thru the threshold of cognizance, or 
whatever you wanna call it. 

Maybe I have one of the BA's, or at least semi-BA's, that would do the 
job - an R-1511/GR, an SP-600 hybrid, that has 2 outputs of 10-110 KC for 
recording on video recorders. The BC band is "normal" bandwidth, but the 
HF bands (the same freqs. as an SP-600) have a 200kc wide IF, and split 
USB 7LSB into 2 separate 100kc wide signals to the "video convertors." 
This gives 2 separate 10-110 kc outputs, plus a 455-555 and a 355-455 kc 
output. Interesting revr, but with limited application as-is for most of 
us nowadays. 

This rcevr has an almost stock SP-600 tube-type RF deck, and plug-in SS 
boards for all the rest. It also has a 355-555 kc panoramic ouptut. 

Very interesting, but what to do with it??
